In the history of the Tang dynasty 
it is stated that in Persia at the same 
period there was a clepsydra on a ter­ 
race near the palace formed of a bal­ 
ance containing twelve metal balls, 
one of which fell every hour on a bel!

New York, May 9.—Paul Leicester 
Ford, the novelist, 
was 
shot 
and 
killed yesterday by his brother, Mal­ 
colm Webster Ford, writer and ath­ 
lete, who immediately sent a bullet 
into his own breast, dying instantly. 
The shooting occurred at 10:20 a. rn., 
in the handsome new mansion which 
Paul Leicester Ford had built at 37 
East Seventy-seventh street ^and had 
occupied for about a year. 
At the time of the shooting there 
were in the house, besides the two 
brothers, Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford, 
Miss Elizatxth R. Hall, the novelist’s 
secretary, and 
the 
servants. 
The 
novelist w*as sitting at his desk in 
one corner of his library, a large, at­ 
tractively appointed room at the back 
of the house, on the second floor. 
It 
is supposed he was busily engaged at 
some literary task. 
Miss Hall was 
at her desk in another corner of the 
room, about 30 feet from Mr. Ford. 
Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford was in her 
own room at the front of the house, 
on the third floor. 
Fatal Conversation 
Unheard. 
Malcolm W. Ford called, as he often 
had done, and went to his brother at 
his desk. 
Words were exchanged in 
a tone so low that Miss Hall could 
not hear what was said, though she 
says that possibly she might have 
distinguished the words if she had 
been paying any! attention to this 
particular meeting of the brothers. 
Suddenly there was a revolver shot 
and Miss Hall, jumping up, darted 
from the room. 
Then, according to 
the statements of the police, Miss 
Hall said to herself that she must act 
more bravely and re-enter the library. 
Meanwhile 
Malcolm 
Ford 
had 
called her. 
As she turned towards 
him he placed his revolver to his 
heart, fired and fell, dying instantly. 
When Miss Hall turned to look at 
Paul he was 
still 
standing at his 
desk, but rapidly losing strength. She 
helped him to a sofa and then ran 
next door for Mr. Paul Ford’s physi­ 
cian. Dr. Emanuel Baruch. 
In less 
than five minutes Dr. Baruch arrived 
and the dying man, still conscious, 
was carried up to a room beside his 
wifes and placed on his bed. 
He 
spoke to his wife and asked the doc­ 
tor for his opinion, showing that he 
expected death and 
was 
going to 
meet it calmly and bravely. 
A few 
moments later, about 20 minutes af­ 
ter he was shot, Mr. Ford died. 


Believed Tem porarily 
Insane. 
Edward Kidder, Mrs. Ford’s father 
who was sent for, refused to make 
any statement in regard to the shoot 
ing except 
a 
brief 
memorandum, 
which was given to the police. 
In 
this it was said that the cause of the 
sheeting could only be surmised. In­ 
formation from other sources raake-i 
it appear that Malcolm Ford called 
to get money from his brother, and, 
meeting with a refusal, shot him. Dr 
Baruch said that the murder was a 
result of temporary mental aberra­ 
tion on the part of Malcolm Ford, 
due to nervous exhaustion. 
It is said that there was enmity be­ 
tween the two brothers and conse­ 
quent bitterness, and that it was of 
ll years’ standing; that never since 
the death of their father have they 
been on intimate or brotherly terras. 
This alleged enmity on the part of 
Malcolm is said to have bein brought 
about by the fait that the father of 
the boys disinherited 
Malcolm and 
that this action on the father’s part 
was because he did not wish Mal­ 
colm to devote himself to an athletic 
career.

May 9.—Paul Leicester 
Ford, the novelist, 
was 
shot 
and 
killed yesterday by his brother, Mal­ 
colm W ebster Ford, w riter and ath ­ 
lete, who immediately sent a bullet 
into his own breast, dying instantly. 
The shooting occurred at 10:20 a. rn., 
in the handsome new mansion w’hlch 
Paul Leicester Ford had built at 37 
Fast Seventy-seventh street and had 
occupied for about a year. 
At the time of the shooting there 
were in the bouse, besides the two 
brothers, Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford, 
Miss Kllzahith R. Hall, the novelist's 
secretary, and 
the 
servants. 
The 
novelist was sitting at his desk In 
one corner of his library, a large, a t­ 
tractively appointed room at the baek 
of the house, on the second floor. 
It 
is supposed he was busily engaged at 
some literary task. 
Miss Hall was 
at her desk in another corner of tho 
room, about 30 feet from Mr. Ford. 
Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford was in her 
own room at the front of the house, 
on the third floor. 
Fatal Conversation Unheard. 
Malcolm W. Ford called, as he often 
had done, and went to his brother at 
his desk. 
Words were exchanged in 
a tone so low that Miss Hall could 
not hear what was said, though she 
says that possibly she m ight have 
distinguished the words if she had 
been paying anyj attention to this 
particular meeting of the brothers. 
Suddenly there was a revolver shot 
and Miss Hall, jumping up, darted 
from the room. 
Then, according to 
the statem ents of the police, Miss 
Hall said to herself that she m u d act 
more bravely and re-enter the library. 
Meanwhile 
Malcolm 
Ford 
had 
called her. 
As she turned towards 
him he placed his revolver to his 
heart, fired and fell, dying instantly. 
When Miss Hall turned to look at 
Paul lie was 
still 
standing at his 
desk, but rapidly losing strength. She 
helped him to a sofa and then ran 
next door for Mr. Paul Ford’s physi­ 
cian. Dr. Emanuel Baruch. 
In less 
than five minutes Dr. Baruch arrived 
and the dying man, still conscious, 
was carried up to a room beside his 
w ifes and placed on his bed. 
He 
spoke to his wife and asked the doc­ 
tor for his opinion, showing that he 
expected death and 
was 
going to 
meet it calmly and bravely. 
A few 
moments later, about 20 m inutes af­ 
ter ho was shot, Mr. Ford died. 


Believed Temporarily 
Insane. 
Edward Kidder, Mrs. Ford’s father 
who was sent for, refused to make 
any statem ent in regard to the shoot 
ing except 
a 
brief 
memorandum, 
which was given to the police. 
In 
this it was said that the cause of the 
sheeting could only be surmised. In­ 
formation from other sources makes 
it appear that Malcolm Ford called 
to get money from his brother, and, 
meeting with a refusal, shot him. Dr 
Baruch said that the m urder was a 
result of tem porary m ental aberra­ 
tion on the part of Malcolm Ford, 
due to nervous exhaustion. 
It is said that there was enmity be­ 
tween the two brothers and conse­ 
quent bitterness, and that it was of 
ll years’ standing; that never since 
the death of their father have they 
been on intim ate or brotherly term s. 
This alleged enmity on the part of 
Malcolm is said to have bein brought 
about by the fact that the father of 
the boys disinherited 
Malcolm and 
that this action on the father’s part 
was because he did not wish Mal­ 
colm to devote himself to an athletic 
career. 
Police Captain Brown 
said 
last 
night that Malcolm W. Ford had for 
some tim e been causing much un­ 
easiness to the family through evi­ 
dences of an unbalanced mind, and 
declares th at in his opinion he attack­ 
ed 
his 
brother during a period of 
tem porary insanity, then taking his 
own life.__

Malcolm In Financial Distress. 
“The cause of Malcolm Ford’s ac­ 
tion,” said Captain Brown, “can be 
explained by inference. 
For 
some 
tim e past his financial affairs have 
oeen pressing him, and he has re­ 
peatedly asked aud received m aterial 
assistance from hi3 brother. 
It is 
presumed that his im portuning had 
been such and his demands so exces­ 
sive that his brother had been forced 
to refuse further aid.” 
Paul Leicester Ford was 37 years

In a breezy speech Mr. Dolli- 
ver, of Iowa, 
made 
such a good­ 
natured and yet such a sarcastic ar­ 
raignment of Mr. Carmack, of Ten­ 
nessee, that senators and occupants 
of the thronged galleries were con­ 
vulsed with laughter. 
While, seem­ 
ingly, considerable temper was arous­ 
ed by the debate, good feeling was 
shown by the active participants fn 
the war of words—Mr. Dolliver and 
Mr. Carmack—who 
cordially shook 
hands and laughed over the encoun­ 
ter. 
Atrocities In Other Wars. 
Mr. Burton, of Kansas, concluded 
the speech which he began Wednes­ 
day. 
He referred 
as 
instances of 
atrocious cruelty to the 
battle 
of 
Wounded Knee, 
to 
the 
Mountain 
Meadow massacre and to the massa­ 
cre of Union soldiers at Port Pillow, 
and contended that the action of the 
American ti oops in the Philippines 
was, in most instances, entirely with­ 
in the regulatons of civilized war­ 
fare. 
In response 
to 
some statements 
made Wednesday by Mr. Tillman, Mr. 
Vest, of Missouri, delivered a force­ 
ful and effective speech and made an 
historical contribution with reference 
to the Hampton Roads conference be­ 
tween President Lincoln and Confed­ 
erate leaders. 
He denied 
that 
Lincoln offered 
the southern leaders everything they 
wanted, ta save the Union. 
He said the Confederate loaders de­ 
manded the absolute independence of 
the southern confederacy and Lincoln 
refused. 
The conference was then 
ended. 
He 
gave 
Reagan, 
Hunter 
and 
Stevens as his authorities, and also 
said that he was a member of the 
Confederate senate when the report 
was made, and pointed out tbatxhe is 
the only surviving member of that 
body. 
Called Smith a Murderer. 
Mr. Carmack 
delivered a scathing 
denunciation of the conduct of mill 
♦ary operations in the Philippines, and 
denounced General 
Smith, branding 
him as a ‘‘scoundrel” and ‘‘murderer," 
who had 
dishonored the American 
army and 
had 
done nothing but 
butcher a whole people. 
In a sarcastic response, Mr. Doll!- 
ver, of Iowa, scorchingly arraigned 
Mr. Carmack, incidentally reading an 
editorial from the Memphis Commer­ 
cial Appeal, 
criticising the Tennes­ 
seean s attitude on 
the 
Philippine 
question. 
Mr. Carmack’s reply was 
of such a nature as to cause him to 
be called to order for a statement 
reflecting upon Mr. Dolliver. but the 
incident ended in good feeling.

New York, May 9.— Paul Leicester 
Ford, the novelist, 
was 
shot 
and 
killed yesterday by his brother, Mal­ 
colm W ebster Ford, w riter and a th ­ 
lete, who immediately sent a bullet 
into his own breast, dying instantly. 
The shooting occurred at 10:20 a. rn., 
in the handsom e new mansion which 
Paul Leicester Ford had built a t 37 
East Seventy-seventh street and had 
occupied for about a year. 
At the tim e of th e shooting there 
were In the house, besides the two 
brothers, Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford, 
Miss Elizabeth R. Hall, the novelist’s 
secretary, and 
the 
servants. 
The 
novelist was sitting at his desk In 
one corner of his library, a large, at 
tractlvely appointed room at the back 
of the house, on the second floor. 
It 
is supposed he was busily engaged at 
some literary task. 
Miss Hall wa) 
at her desk in another corner of the 
room, about 30 feet from Mr. Ford. 
Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford was in her 
own room at the front of the house, 
on tile third floor. 
Fatal Conversation Unheard. 
Malcolm W. Ford called, as he often 
had done, and went to his brother at 
his desk. 
Words were exchanged in 
a tone so low that Miss Hall could 
not hear w hat was said, though sh* 
says that possibly she m ight have 
distinguished the words if she had 
been 
paying any! attention to this 
particular m eeting of the brothers. 
Suddenly there was a revolver shot 
and Miss Hall, jum ping up, darted 
from the room. 
Then, according to 
the statem ents of the police, 
Miss 
Hall said to herself that she m u st act 
more bravely and re-enter the library. 
Meanwhile 
Malcolm 
Ford 
had 
called her. 
As she turned towards 
him he placed his revolver to his 
heart, fired and fell, dying Instantly. 
When Miss Hall turned to look at 
Paul he w’as 
still 
standing a t his 
desk, but rapidly losing strength. She 
helped him to a sofa and then ran 
next door for Mr. Paul Ford’s physi­ 
cian. Dr. Em anuel Baruch. 
In less 
than five minutes Dr. Ilaruch arrived 
and the dying man. still conscious, 
was t arried up to a room beside his 
w ifes and placed on his lied. 
He 
spoke to his wife and asked the doc­ 
tor for his opinion, showing th a t he 
expected death and 
was 
going to 
meet it calmly and bravely. 
A few 
m om ents later, about 20 m inutes af­ 
ter he was shot. Mr. Ford died.
